The bombardment lasted for 2 
hours and 45 m i n u t e s , then 
stopped, the Nationalist Defense 
Ministry said. There was no word 
as to the intensity of the barrage. 
The Nationalists said their rein­ 
forced artillery on Quemoy had 
returned the Red fire

A Nationalist spokesman said no 
American ships were in the beach 
area. The Communists in ending 
the cease-fire had charged U.S. 
warships had broken the truce by 
escorting Nationalist supplies to 
Quemoy Sunday night.

HARRISBURG (A P )- Pennsyl­ 
vania’s system of pricing retail 
and wholesale milk is expected to 
come under fire during the 1959 
Legislature, opening in January. 
Since 1937 the State Milk Con­ 
trol Commission has set minimum 
wholesale and retail prices for 
milk. Milk price regulation has 
been the center of a legislative 
scrap in nearly every session 
since them. 
The main target has been retail 
milk price regulation. The opposi­ 
tion to it has stemmed principally 
from the state's two major milk 
m arkets—Philadelphia and Pitts­ 
burgh. 
Opposition Pedes 
Over the years outright opposi­ 
tion to milk control in any form 
has abated. The producers favor 
it because it stabilizes milk prices 
and guarantees them a profitable 
return. Dealers like it because it 
guarantees them a profit and pro­ 
hibits competition through price 
cutting. 


But the markets contend that 
the system used by the Milk Con­ 
trol Commission to determine 
price profitable to dealer and pro­ 
ducer allows too great a margin 
of 
profit, 
particularly 
to 
the 
dealer. 
The milk control law does not 
spell out any specific allowable 
profit but does guarantee “a rea 
sonable return to the producer 
and to the milk dealer.” 
Controversy's Center 
The phrase “reasonable return” 
is the center of controversy in 
milk price regulation. Opponents 
of retail price regulation argue 
that there should be no state-fixed 
minimum price set above the 
wholesale level, as is true in fed­ 
eral milk price regulation. 
The question is: Does the reg­ 
ulation of retail prices guarantee 
the dealers too great a margin of 
profit? 
The present commission system 
is to allow the dealers a net profit, 
after taxes, of 2 to 24 per cent of 
of their total sales. This returns 
them a profit, after taxes, of 8 
to IO per cent on total employed 
capital in the bsumess, commis­ 
sion records show. 


That return is higher than th# 
return to average Industrial cor­ 
poration in the nation and much 
higher than utilities. Utilities in 
Pennsylvania are also state-regu­ 
lated and the profit return allowed 
them is 5 to 6 per cent on the 
agreed fair value of the corpora­ 
tion. 
To carry the return to milk deal­ 
ers on investment a step further, 
commission records indicate that 
the net return, after taxes, of 
stockholders’ or owners’ equity 
(total assets less total liabilities) 
ranges from IO to 14 per cent. The 
national average is 14 per cent. 
Some opponents of retail milk 
price regulation say the commis­ 
sion system of allowable prfits 
should be based on return on in­ 
vestment or return on value of the 
dealer’s establishments instead of 
on the sales dollar. 
Thirty In Average Herd 
The argument in that cast is 
that “ reasonable" return on in­ 
vestment is more readily deter­ 
mined than return on the sales 
dollar, allowing more equitable de­ 
termination of a fair retail price.
